"o Enn'tne Gantlet.

officer stood by to see that the punish- 
ment was properly enforced, and any 
soldier who failed to do his duty was 
himself liable to make the journey be- 
tween the two files. The Indians along 
the coast of Virginia are said to have 
observed this punishment inflicted upon 
some sailors of an English man-of-war 
and immediately adopted the idea for 
torturing their enemies. Hence came the 
belief that the punishment or torture 
was peculiar to the aborigines of North 
America.

The doubtful States included in the

AN EX-CONGRESSMAN TAT,KS. 


Meetings are being held in Colorado 


for the purpose of securing the nom- 
ination of Senator Teller for President. 
At Denver, ex-Congressman Balford 
addressed the meeting and said if sil- 
ver is not placed on an equality with 
gold the time may come when the 
West will secede and set up a repub- 
lic of its own. 


Ex-Congressman Balford was elected 


from Colorado on the 
Republican 


ticket and was an active member, He 
stood high in the conncils of his party, 
bnt like many others left the party be- 
cause of its opposition to silver. 
He 


now talko of a new republic rather 
than submit to the exactions of the 
gold trust. 


Bnt threats of that character are not 


calculated to help Mr. Teller. There is 
no occasion for secession.

The Supreme Court of Illinois has 


declared the Sunday law requiring 
barber shops to close class legislation 
and unconstitutional as operating 
against the business of the owners 
The Court also holds that drug stores 
and other places operating soda foant_ 
ains cannot be compelled to sell to 
colored people or any one else if they 
do not desire to do so. Such affairs 
are not necessary to life or property 
and can be operated at the will of the 
owners. 


It appears from this decision that 


ordinances requiring barber shops and 
similar places to close on Sundays are 
not constitutional and that venders of 
eoda or foe cream can discriminate be- 
tween persons and need not sell to 
white or colored people unless so dis- 
posed.

Several Members Suspended on Motion 


of Bftlfonr. 


LONDON, May 22.—At noon to-day the 


House of Commons was still in session, 
having sat continuously for 21 hours. 
The deadlock is over the Agricultural 
Rating bill, providing for a reduction 
of rates on agricultural land. 
At 4 


o'clock this morning a closure was 
moved. Several members refused to 
enter the division lobby. 
Speaker 


Gully named John Dillon, the anti- 
Parnellite leader, Dr. Tanner, Donald 
Sullivan, David Lloyd and George and 
John Herbert Lewis for disobeying the 
Chair. The Conservative leader Bal- 
four, moved the suspension of the 
members named. The motion was car- 
ried by a vote of 200 to 59. 


Michael Davitt and Daniel Macalesse 


persisted in remaining in the House 
daring the division and the Sargeant- 
at-Arms was summoned by the Speaker 
to remove them. This was done in the 
ugual formal manner, Davitt and Ma- 
ealeg-?9 repudiating any intention to 
sho^y disrespect for the Chair. 
Sir 


William Vernon Harcoun, the leader 
of the Liberal party, moved to adjourn 
the debate, claiming that the House 
was 
not 
in

fit 
condition 


to 
continue the 
discussion. The 


Speaker declined to accept the motion. 
Balfour said that the Government pro- 
posed to continue sitting until the bill 
should be completed, 


Repeated closures followed and at 


8.30 A. M. Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Liberal leader, again tried to adjourn 
the House, declaring that the Govern- 
ment's " fatal passion for closure had 
destroyed the good feeling and faith of 
the House, adding, it is an evil day 
when the House can no longer rely on 
the promises of the Government. In 
my long experience I have never known 
of a bill conducted in such an arbitrary 
manner." 


Harcourt's motion was defeated. 


Finally at 1:30 p. M. the All Clauses bill 
was agreed to and with many sighs of 
relief the House adjourned uutilJune 
1st.
